amount ou every Thursday during (he 
mouth of August in (he same year, and not 
leas than three per cent, of said aggregate 
amount on every Thursday during the next 
ensuing months of September, October, No- 
vember, and on every Thursday during the 
months of January, February, and March, 
of (he year 1863, up to and including the 
9tb day of the last named month. Each col- 
lector of said taxes shall make payment on 
Thursday of each week of all money col- 
lected by him, and nothing herein contained 
shall be so construed as to justify said col- 
lectors, or either of them, in not paying 
into the city treasury the entire amount 
collected by him, or them, at the time of 
making Lis or their weekly payments. It 
is hereby made their imperative duty to do 
so. 

^ec. 3. That should either of said collec- 
tors fttil to pay into the city treasury the 
amount of all tax bills plac^ in his hands, 
less his commissions, errors in tax bills, ancl 
delinquent list at the times and in the sums 
required by the second section of this ordi- 
nance, there shall be deducted from his 
commission or compensation two per cent, 
upon any and all sums not paid as rei}uired; 
and all settlements made with said collec- 
tors shall he made in accordance with the 
provisions of this section. 

Sec. 4. That the said collectors shall have 
power at any time after the tax hills are 
I listed with them for collection, to levy on 
! and sell the personal property or slaves, if 
any such property can he found in the city 
of Loui«vilIe, belonging to any tenant, and 
j found in or upon the premises of any per- 
I son owing the taxes; and if no personal 
' property of either owner or tenant can be 
found in said city, (hen the collectors shall 
levy on the lot and improvements, and offer 
the same for sale at the rourihouse door, 
at public auction, between the hours 
of ten o'clock a. m. and three o’clock 
p M. of (he day designated for said sale, 
and when said levy is made, if the 
owner of the property be a non-resi- 
dent, the collector shall, if practicable, as- 
certain his or her whereabouts, and send a 
; written notice to such owner to the effect 

■ that he will make a sale thereof on a given 
day, unless all claims for taxes are paid 
prior thereto. 

Sec. 6. If the real property levied on by 
said collectors belongs to a citizen of Louis- 
ville, or Jeflerson county, it shall be adver- 
tised in one of the daily newspapers printed 
I in Lonisville, and having the city printing, 

! once a day for five consecutive days; and if 
it belongs to a non-resident, once a week 
for six successive weeks before the day of 
sale. If a levy be made upon petsonal 
property belonging to the owner of the real 
estate, or to his or her tenant, for taxes due 
by such owner of the real estate, the col- 
lector making the levy shall advertise the 
same for five days in one of the daily news- 
papers published in Lonisville. and having 
the city printing and all such adverli.sing

' 1863; and the said collector shall, within 
two weeks after making any sale, whether 
of real or personal property, report to (he 
General ronncil a full and correct account 
of such sale or sales, aa directed by the 
22d section of the 6th article of the City 
rharier.

Although the enemy disputed the passage 
of Bridge Oreek sharply, we bold posses- 
sion on the Southern side, our advanced 
line of skirmishers being within gun shot 
of the enemy's enir^chmentA Indeed, so 
near are we, that prominent officers belicre 
that the enemy will attack us at daylight 
to-morrow. The whole affair is consi.ler- 
ed a decided siiecesa, in a military point of 
view, we having gained very strong posi- 
tions right in the teeth of the enemy. 

The officer killed at the battle of Farm- 
ington, on the 9th, Buppose.1 to he Qen. 
Price, was Col. Ingraham, of Van Dorn's 
staff.
